Police Chief Thomas Ca- 
hill agreed Thursday that 
police will tell attorney 
Charles Garry when a war- 
rant is issued for a member 
of the Black Panther party, 
which Garry represents, Gar- 
ry promised to then arrange 
for the wanted Panther to re- 
port to police. 

Committee members head- 
ed by a black Methodist pas- 
tor and a white Catholic 
priest, agreed to act as liai- 
son agents in black neighbor- 
hoods in behalf of the. police, I 
concerning minor 1 , complaints 
such as noise.
